Planning a Vacation? Check 
Your Benefits! 


Having time off is important to 
everyone. And many of us plan our 
vacations months and years ahead 
of time. 


All permanent cast members 
begin earning their vacation hours 
the day they begin their job at Walt 
Disney World. Your vacation time is 
based on the number of straight time 
hours you work from the date you 
were hired to the end of the same 
calendar year, and for each calen- 
dar year thereafter. Most cast mem- 
bers earn two weeks of paid vacation 
time by working the previous calen- 
dar year. 


If you are a new cast member, the 
vacation hours that you earn in the 
first year you work with Walt Disney 
World may not be used until you've 
worked nine continous months, nor 
before the beginning of the next 
calendar year. 


If you have any questions about 
the amount of time you have ac- 
crued, talk with your supervisor, and 
enjoy your vacation! 





How To Figure “Fuelishness” 


As the cost of gasoline keeps in- 
creasing, we all need to be aware of 
the many ways we are being 
“fuelish” so that we can make the 
most of our gasoline and our money! 


In the next few weeks, we'll talk 
about many ways you can stretch 
your miles per gallon. 


è What are you carrying in your car? 


According to the Highway User's 
Federation, every 100 pounds you 
add to your car costs you between 
one-tenth and four-tenths miles per 
gallon. And the smaller and lighter 








your car is, and the more stop and go 
driving you do, the more extra 
weight cuts your mileage. 

One way to cut this extra weight 
down is to stop using your trunk as 
storage for golf clubs, scuba equip- 
ment and other equipment. Another 
way is to carry only one-half tank of 
fuel for city driving, lightening your 
load by 30 to 60 pounds! 

e What condition is your engine in? 

Approximately 60 percent of the 
cars on the road need. a tuneup. If 
your car is among them, you could 
be using 10 percent more fuel than 
you would be if your car was in top 
condition! And if your car is running 
poorly, you're probably wasting 20 
percent of your gasoline! 

What causes those losses? A mis- 
firing spark plug can cut your miles 
per gallon by approximately two 
miles; a sticky carburetor by about 
three miles; and a dirty air filter by 
about one mile. 

Why not check your present 
mileage, then give your car a 
thorough tuneup, changing spark 
plugs, points, oil and air filters and 
cleaning your carburetor and check 
the difference for yourself. You'll be 
surprised at your own “fuelishness”!
